From birth, a child’s major 
source of feelings and emotions 
is his home, and It continues to 
be after he enters school. But 
long before the child’* birth, his 
parents in their attitudes toward 
each other, their com panionship 
and cooperative planning for his 
coming, set th e atm osphere In 
which his major feelings and 
emotions will grow. Th* relation­ 
ship of these parents with each 
other and with him will continue 
a* the leading factor in provid­ 
ing the m ain stream of his feel­ 
ings and emotions while he goen 
to school. 
When there are brothers and 
sisters, each child vies for the 
attention and affection of his 
parents. How well these children 
get along with one another de­ 
pends largely on the degree to 
which each feels he is as much 
loved and wanted by his parents 
as the other children are, and on 
how secure each feels as a mem­ 
ber of the family. 
Bone Doubts Arise 
No matter how hard the par­ 
ents try to provide this assur­ 
ance, some doubts and Jealousies 
will arise among the children. 
Tbs fewer doubts and jealousies, 
of coune, Die better each child's 
emotional background Is for get­ 
ting on well with neighborhood 
children and at school. 
Suppose your child feels he 
Isn't loved at home as much as he 
craves, or Isn’t loved as much as 


and happytaost of the time; lf he 
Is noticeably stubborn and often 
whining and Irritable; lf he to 
often resistant to your most rea­ 
sonable management of him; lf 
he is unduly quarrelsome; lf you 
find occasion to rebuke and pun­ 
ish him more often than a broth­ 
er or sister and to praise and ap­ 
prove him less often. 
It cen do no herm to proceed 
on the theory that any problem 
in your child’s behavior or prog­ 
ress at school might have grown 
out of Jealousy. That Is, It doss no 
herm unless your treatment for 
furthering his peace of mind and 
security should stir up Jealousies 
In his brother or sister. 
Mere Praise for ah s 
On the positive side, you should 
try to set the stage so he may get 
no more disapproval, rebuke or 
punishment at home than th* 
other children there; so that he 
will enjoy as much deserved 
praise and approbation from the 
Immediate family, relatives and 
neighbors who come there often. 
If he can’t excel at reading, spell­ 
ing or arithmetic, for instance, 
he might excel at playing ball, at 
planning and preparing a meal 
for the family, at making things 
with his hands or repairing 
th ln p about the home. Let us 
remember that he must succeed 
st doing whet b t feels is worth 
doing in order to bs happy. 
There are far more opportuni­ 
ties at home than at school for 
the average child to find th ln p 
that he can do well and thus en­ 
joy achievement. Let ax help the 
child succeed and then celebrate 
succeeses In him. ("Jealousy," 
and my new bulletin, "Celebrate 
Your Child’s Succeeses,M may be 
had by sending a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to me to ears 
of this nswspapsr.!

he took the rubber band off the 
bankroll again and made a loan 
of $17,500. It was the lait time he 
did so, according to the commit­ 
tee’s financial statement filed with 
the State Elections Bureau. Pew 
made some sort of history at the 
COP * National Convention in Chi­ 
cago last year when he voted for 
"General Grant” after being aahed 
in a formal roll call caucus the 
name of his presidential prefer­ 
ence.

Clothing gifts this Christmas may 
last longer if the label is sent with 
tho gift because the label will tell 
how to care for the garm ent—an 
all-important factor In long wear. 
It Is difficult to know what fiber: 
or fibers went into some of the new 
and different fabrics. The label 
can help to solve that problem and 
tell bow to care for the garment* 
When clothing gifts are given to 
members of the immediate family, 
the homemaker can file the labels 
for ready reference. Then when It 
comes time to launder or dry-clean 
Mary’s blue sweater or Johnny's 
red shirt, she csn check the label 
to see how It should be cared for. 
Dry cleaners may be able to give 
better results if they can have the 
benefit of the information on that 
label. 
New in the fabric field is printed 
wool. In printed corduroys there 
is a greater variety than before. 
Cotton jerseys may look the same 
or have a suede finish or novelty 
weave. The label will help the 
consumer recognise the fibers in 
the fabric. 
Winter cottons are available In 
great array. Homemakers eau find 
cottons in dark but gay colors and 
in a variety of different textures. 
Buch as embossed, blistered, tweedy, 
and other novelty effects. 
There are many finishes for cot­ 
tons, rayons, and wools that will 
Increase their service and satisfac­ 
tion. Consumers can tell whether 
or not a garment has these finishes 
by checking the label. On the label 
of a cotton garment, she may find 
the term Sanforixed which is a 
widely known process that guaran­ 
tees no more than 
I per cent 
shrinkage. Sanforset is a similar 
process for wools and Sanforlan 
for rayons.

NEW YORK - (INS) - The 
time is coming when every post of 
flee roor In larger II.

In Jersey About 
Handling Rabbits 


TRENTON, N. J.. (INS* — Hunt- 
prs. housewives, cooks and others 
were warned by the New Jersey 
State 
Department of Health to 
exercise care in the handling of 
rabbits. 
The department issued the warn­ 
ing jointly with the State Division 
of Fish and Game, after a case 
of tularemia was reported in New 
Jersey, caused from the handling 
of an infected rabbit. 
Tularemia is a disease caused by 
bacteria sometimes carried by rab­ 
bits, other rodents, and certain 
blood - sucking insects. Careless 
handling of infected rabbits, espe­ 
cially in cleaning, by person- who 
have scratches, cuts, or bruise* 
on their hands, can result in the 
transmission of the disease. 
The disease cause* a general dis­ 
turbance of the system, and is 
sometimes fatal.

LaBrum asked Gen. Sturgis to 
"review your present position on 
this subject as pertains to local 
cooperation so that the improve­ 
ment recommended by all echelons 
of the Corps of Engineers can be 
constructed at Federal expense in 
accordance with established policy 
and your own statem ent that the 
'channel would unquestionably con 
tribute to the general welfare of 
the region which represents an im 
portant segment of the national 
economy.' ’’ 
Recalling that three years ago 
the Greater Philadelphia-Delaware- 
South Jersey Council took action 
to secure a suitable channel for 
ocean-going vessels in the river be­ 
tween the Philadelphia Naval Base 
and Trenton, LaBrum wrote that 
early in 1953 the council "was de­ 
lighted to know the Chief of En­ 
gineers had approved the report 
of the District and Division Engi 
neers, and the report of the Board 
of Engineers for Rivers and Bar 
bors in which all recommended 
that a 40-foot channel to Newbold 
Island and thence a 36-foot channel 
to Trenton he constructed at Fed 
eral expense." 
LaBrum said he was informed 
that the Governors of Pennsylvania 
and Delaware "wholeheartedly in 
domed the project recommended 
by LL Gen. Lewis A. Pick, then 
Chief of Engineers." 
Change Questioned 
Just why some eight months 
later, this project should revert to 
the status of a heavily contributed 
ideal project is difficult to under 
stand," LaBrum wrote. "Either the 
proposed improvement is for the 


general welfare of the region and 
should be constructed with Federal 
funds or it is in part a private 
channel and should not be subsi­ 
dized with government funds " 
The Chamber president said he 
could "hardly believe that a chan­ 
nel such as you recommend, which 
extends for over 17 miles along 
w aterfronts of the cities of Camden 
and Philadelphia, and which in­ 
cludes over 200 existing wharfs 
and many industrial sites should be 
substantially paid for by a single 
industry.” 
LaBrum’s letter was forwarded 
to all senators and congressmen 
in the 11-county Greater Philadel­ 
phia area and to the members of 
the public works committee of the 
House of Representatives and the 
Senate.

Vicksburg Counts 
28 Dead, 300 Hurt; 


Loss 25 Millions 


City Declared 
Disaster Area 
After Tornado 
VICKSBURG, Miss. (INS)—The 
historic river city of Vicksburg, 
Miss., counted Its dead today in 
the wake of a tornado that killed 
at least 28 persons and injured 
more than 300 others. 
Martial law prevailed in the city, 
which 
President Eisenhower de­ 
clared a major disaster area, paving 
the way for federal assistance. 
Damage was estimated at 25 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
The tornado struck the city at 
twilight Saturday. It bounced at 
least three times, devastating seven 
blocks of warehouse* and industrial 
installations, and causing damage 
to 20 blocks in residential areae In 
the city of 29,000 population. 
The Civil War battlefield area, 
now a national park, stood un­ 
scathed. So did most of the pre­ 
war mansions and other landmarks 
of the city's historical past. 
More than 76 persons, some of 
them seriously Injured, were still 
hospitalised. Rescue workers said 
238 other persons were treated for 
aid. 
The storm ruined a cotton com­ 
press plant with 9680,000 worth of 
cotton, destroyed 275 houses and 
damaged 328 others. It ruined 29 
apartm ent buildings and damaged 
38 more. It demolished 78 business 
establishments 
while 
damaging 
189. 
Seventeen industrial plants mills 
and warehouses were destroyed and 
12 damaged. Two churches were 
ruined and seven damaged and 18 
club* 
and civic 
buildings 
were 
damaged. 
Gay Christmas decorations. In­ 
cluding strings of colored bulbs, 
torn cardboard Santa Clauses and 
other 
yuletide 
ornaments, 
were 
strewn over the rubble. W reaths 
of holly, some of them 
blood­ 
stained, adorned heaps of wreck­ 
age. 
Gov. Hugh White, who ordered 
the Mississippi National Guard to 
the scene soon after the disaster 
hit the city, said the quick arrival 
of the men prevented looting end 
panic.
